Born in Boston January 18, 1809, Edgar Poe was orphaned in 
early childhood. Adopted by John Allan, a wealthy tobacco 
merchant of Richmond, Virginia, he was brought up.in luxury and_ 
was a precocious child who could read, dance, draw, and declaim ~~ 
poetry at the age of six. After Se eractslactery career-at the 
Vobvarsit of Virginio and West Point, Poe embarked on a stormy 
literary future. His first success came when he won o prize of 
$100 tor his story, “A Manuscript Found in o Bottle.” As editor. 
of the Southern Literary Messenger, he wrote his best tales but 
gained more attention at that-time for his vitriolic criticisms 
which mode him extremely unpopular, In 1841, he published “The 
Murders in the Rue Morgue,” the model of many subsequent 
detective stories, While connected with the Evening Mirror in | ~
